— President Reagan said 
Thursday he is optimistic about making a deal this year 
to limit U.S. and Soviet medium-range nuclear missiles 
but that there must be "a prospect ... of being able to 
arrive at some very substantial agreements” before a 
surhmlt isheld. 

“We’ve narrowed the gap a little more,” the president 
said after meeting for more than an hour with Secretary 
of State George P. Shultz at Reagan's mountaintop 
home, Rancho del Ciclo.
